The success sto ry co ntinues to be o ur mo st po pular Amer­ 
ican institutio n. 
Magazines, bo o ks and newspapers are.full o f sto ries tell­ 
ing ho w this and that errand bo y ro se to be president o f such 
a co rpo ratio n; and the implied mo ral, o f co urse, is always, 
“ Go tho u and do likewise.” 
So we have a cult o f success. 
To fit o ne’s life to a plan­ 
ned campaign, and— abo ve all—to fo llo w this campaign 
thro ugh to victo ry; this seems, to all o f us, the greatest go o d 
po ssible. 
This makes us all ambitio us, and pro bably has a very go o d 
effect. 
But it tends to make us fo rget that it is perfectly 
po ssible fo r a man to fail, utterly, in the task he sets himself 
and still win a great victo ry. 
There are failures, in o ther wo rds, that are no t failures at 
all. 
A go o d example o f this is being pro vided no w in the na­ 
tio n-wide campaign to raise funds to buy the Virginia birth­ 
place o f Ro bert E. Lee and turn it into a natio nal shrine, 
similar to Mo unt Verno n. 
This man Lee, judged by all o ur o rdinary standards, was 
a failure. 
He dedicated himself to a definite plan—establishing the 
independence o f the so uthern Co nfederacy. 
He failed. Fo r fo ur dreadful years he did everything that 
a man co uld do to gain his end, and did it superlatively well. 
But it was no use. Success simply wasn’t in the cards. 
At 
the end the Co nfederacy had beco me o nly a bright dream, 
and Lee— o n the surface o f things— was a beaten man, with 
everything that he had fo ught fo r battered do wn in the dust. 
Yet to day, mo re than half a century later, we are buying 
Lee’s very birthplace fo r a natio nal shrine; indicating, there­ 
by, that by co mmo n co nsent we have enro lled hini amo ng o ur 
immo rtals. 
Ho w do es this happen? 
We do n’t o rdinarily, erect mem­ 
o rials to failures. 
What was there abo ut Lee that makes an 
exceptio n o f him? 
Simply this: his failure was mo re magnificent than mo st 
successes. 
Lo sing everything that he fo ught fo r, he pro ved 
o nce mo re that what a man is is mo re impo rtant than what 
he acco mplishes. 
Fo r it is no t merely because Lee was o ne o f the great 
strategists o f all histo ry that we are ho no ring his memo ry. 
He was a great man as well; and if yo u will study his life 
yo u will find yo urself, in the end, admiring the man mo re 
than the so ldier. 
Success, in o ther wo rds, is no t as impo rtant as we imagine. 
There is a way o f life, a system o f living, that o utshines it. 
3f a man shapes his life to the right pattern, it do esn't make 
much difference whether he wins success o r failure in the 
co mmo n sense o f tho se wo rds. 
He can be defeated a tho u­ 
sand times o ver and still rise abo ve mo st victo rs.
